FOUR IN HOSPITAL 
State Policeman Edwin Karr, 
who with Dr. Crist and Cone* 
wago Twp. Policeman Thomas 
Carbaugh are investigating the 
accident, said the youths were 
passengers in a car driven by 
Richard M. Rebert, 19, 121 Mc­ 
Allister St., Hanover. 
Rebert 
and the three other occupants 
of the car were injured and re­ 
moved to the Hanover Hospital 
by the McSherrystown ambu­ 
lance. 
According to the police, the 
auto bearing the six young met! 
was headed south, passed an­ 
other southbound 
car 
near 
a 
curve, then failed to negotiate 
the curve and went off the west 
side of the highway. The vehicle 
traveled 171 feet along the side 
of the road until the right rear 
of the car struck a tree 13 feet 
west of the highway. The Reb­ 
ert car spun around, and col­ 
lided with another tree 27 feet 
farther south and about eight 
feet in from the highway. The 
car continued 21 feet farther 
and came to rest with its front 
end almost in a farm pond at 
the John Menges farm, Hano­ 
ver R. 4. 
The auto, a 1956 Ford was 
demolished, with doors and roof 
and side ripped and shattered.

COUPLE IS SUED 
FOR SUM AFTER 
FOREST BLAZE 


The state Department of For­ 
ests and Waters has brought an 
action in assumpsit in Adams 
County court against Everett G. 
and Helen Wills, Greenstone, al­ 
leging they have failed to pay the 
state $102.64 representing part of 
the costs of putting out a forest 
fire in the Greenstone area March 
25. 
According to the papers filed 
in the prolhonotary’s office by At­ 
torney Oscar C. Spicer for the 
Commonwealth, the $102.64 repre­ 
sents the wages paid for men 
called in to help fight the fire 
and docs vol represent the wages 
or salaries of anyone on the state’s 
payroll who may have assisted hi 
combating the blaze. 
The Commonwealth’s complaint 
alleges that on March 25 a fire 
was lighted in a trash barrel lo­ 
cated on the property of Mr. and 
Mrs Wills at the edge of a forest 
in Hamiltonban Twp. The allega­ 
tion claims Mr. and Mrs. Wills 
did not “exercise proper care and 
control of the fire in the trash 
barrel” and it spread from there 
into the woods. 
A bill for the $102.64 was sent 
to Mr. and Mrs. Wills, according 
to the complaint and “was not 
paid within 30 days.” 
The complaint is attested by 
Samuel S. Cobb, chief of the Di­ 
vision of Forest Protection for the 
state Department of Forests and 
Waters. A listing of the salaries, 
giving the names of the 39 men 
whose pay is charged against the 
Greenstone couple, is attached to 
the complaint. It showed most 
were paid 75 cents per hour for 
two hours work, with 23 of the 
men receiving checks for $1.50. 
Seven are listed for three hours 
work, some for four, or more, and 
one, William Gladhill, was paid 
for ll hours work in connection 
with the blaze.

Others Visit Grave Of JFK 
Thanksgiving; Many Failed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — More 
than 
200,000 
Americans 
put 
aside their Thanksgiving din­ 
ners for a while and made their 
way on a bleak and gray day up 
a hill to a grave. 
Four little sisters p i c k e d 
chrysanthemums 
from 
their 
grandmother’s 
g a r d e n 
and 
dropped them by the grave. 
Mrs. 
Kennedy 
came 
once 
again and prayed. 
Thanksgiving Day became a 
day of homage to John F. Ken­ 
nedy 
in 
Arlington 
National 
Cemetery. 
Traffic slowed 
and jammed 
as the thousands drove toward 
the cemetery overlooking the 
Potomac River. Many parked 
their cars and began to walk to 
the cemetery. 
They carried faded roses and 
ferns, bought in stores the day 
before. 


Silently, they paid their re­ 
spects at the picket fence that 
surrounds the drive and the 
eternal light burning over the 
body of the president, who was 
assassinated a week ago today. 
Mrs. Kennedy made her fifth 
trip to tWe grave since the bur 
ial Monday. Dressed in Wack, 
she knelt, crossed herself, and 
moved her lips in silent prayer. 
Later she flew to Cape Cod 
for a Thanksgiving reunion with 
the Kennedy family. 
Others joined the pilgrimage 
to the President’s grave, includ­ 
ing his brother, Sen. Edward 
Kennedy of Massachusetts, anc 
his sister, Mrs. Peter Lawford.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson faces a revolt 
among a group of House Demo­ 
cratic liberals, a revolt that 
began before the death of Presi­ 
dent John F. Kennedy. 
It Is aimed not at the Presi­ 
dent, but at Congress. It aims 
at punishment, by withdrawal of 
party 
seniority privileges, of 
those Democrats who refuse to 
support the national party ticket 
and policies. President Kennedy 
always declined to take such a 
drastic step, preferring concilia­ 
tion and persuasion. 
Leading the revolt is Rep. 
Richard Bolling. D-Mo.. one of 
the party's most articulate and 
thoughtful 
strategists 
in 
the 
House. 
TAKES OPPOSITE VIEW 
His target is the “subversives 
and quislings of the Democratic 
party,” whom he defines as 
some Southern conservatives. 
Bolling takes issue with Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s belief, as ex­ 
pressed in his speech to Con­ 
gress Wednesday in “the ability 
of Congress to act; to meet any 
crisis; to distill from our differ 
ences strong programs of na 
tional action.” 
Bolling said in an interview 
that Congress is not viable, or 
able to live, under it* present 
structure. 
He said it has not been viable 
for a long time “but hasn’t been 
observed as such” because the 
late speaker of the House, Sam 
Rayburn, held it together and 
made it work by his personal 
prestige and influence. 
REQUIRE LOYALTY 
“We staggered along with the 
appearance of functioning large 
ty because of Rayburn,” Bolling 
said. “It is not the fault of the 
Republicans. They are a censer 
vative party, by and large. But 
they are responsible. We—the 
Democrats—on the other hand, 
are totally irresponsible.” 
Bolling's solution? 
‘The minimum is, we start 
with a demand for at least 
minimum of party loyalty. They 
must at least support tho nation­ 
al ticket. 
WOULD DENY SENIORITY 
"The maximum would have 
the effect of altering the power 
structure. This is the only kind 
of reform that would have any 
.meaning. 
“The faults of Congress are 
not intrinsic, but lie with the 
Democratic party. My approach 
is to maximize the number who 
behave 
like 
Democrats 
and 
minimize those who don’t.” 
This can be done, Bolling said, 
by denying the privileges ol: 
party seniority, including com 
’ mittee chairmanships, to South­ 
ern Democrats who openly defy 
and work against the national 
-Democratic ticket.

1961, completing IB years of inter­ 
church service in Lackawanna 
County and in Harrisburg, and 20 
years as a pastor and a short- 
term teacher in China.

Gettys­ 
burg R. 2, and as chairman of 
presbytery's 
pension 
committee 
and in numerous community and 
church activities. 
KAIM MINIMUM SALARY

Ninety-seven per cent of Adams 
County’s residents had best build 
their own shelter in case war or 
accident showers the county with 
radiation. 
County Civilian Defense Direc­ 
tor William G, Weaver today an­ 
nounced the buildings in the coun­ 
ty approved by the state as fall­ 
out shelters and to be stocked 
with food and other supplies dur­ 
ing tile coming month. 
The total capacity of the public 
shelters is 1,525, just about three 
per cent of the county’s 52,000 
population. 
TONS OF SUBPLIKS 
There will be additions and 
changes made in the future as 
new buildings are constructed, 
or changes made in others, and 
when college buildings are finally 
approved as shelters—but it was 
very evident that the total of 
public shelters will in no way care 
for more than a small percentage 
of the population. There will be 
places to which people can go who 
are caught too far from home 
to make it to their own home 
shelter. 
Seven and a half tons of fall 
out shelter supplies have been re­ 
ceived by the county, Weaver 
said in listing the sites to be sup­ 
plied and the amount of supplies 
to go into each. The amount of 
supplies per shelter is based upon 
the approved capacity of the she! 
ter times enough food and sup­ 
plies for two weeks — by which 
time it is assumed radiation dan­ 
ger will have reduced to such a 
level those in the shelter can ven­ 
ture out to replenish supplies or 
return to their homes. 
The capacity of the shelters and 
the location of the shelters was 
determined by the U. S. Navy 
Bureau of Yards and Docks based 
on a special survey made some 
time ago by an engineering firm. 
CANDY, MEDICAL KITS 
A local trucking firm will de­ 
liver the supplies to the shelters 
in the quantities assigned. It hopes 
to have its work done early in 
December. 
The supplies, Weaver said, con­ 
sist of a special candy to supply 
carbohydrates in condensed form, 
tins of crackers or other baked 
products; empty steel drums of 
17 Vi-gallon capacity with special 
plastic liners to hold water un­ 
til 
needed; 
sanitation 
kits 
in 
large cardboard drums and med 
teal kits with supplies of medi­ 
cine, bandages, etc.

That the foods ara concentrated 
is indicated by the weight of the 
supplies designed to last two 
weeks.

647 pounds will suffice. The War­ 
ner Hospital with the biggest 
capacity, 234, among the shelters 
has the laregst amount of sup­ 
plies, 2,266 pounds. York Springs

Supplies are also on hand for 
three buildings at Gettysburg Col­ 
lege, Weaver said. He added that 
there had been a "serious mis­ 
take in judgment in the survey 
concerning the selection of the 
buildings to be stockpiled and the 
supplies are being held until a 
resurvey has been made. 
A number of additional sites are 
expected to be qualified for stock 
pilings as soon as a new survey 
is completed. Among those are 
the area under the gymnasium of 
the new Gettysburg Senior High 
School, especially designed for 
such 
purposes 
and other new 
structures, 
particularly schools, 
where areas were designed as 
possible shelters in the construc­ 
tion of the buildings.

TO WHOM DO WE BELONG? 
It is all very well to do 
things to please ourselves. That 
helps growth and development. 
But if we live to ourselves alone, 
there always comes a time when 
we break out all over with that 
dreaded of all diseases — let 
us call it — loneliness. 
People who distribute them­ 
selves — who are forever seek­ 
ing out a new scheme, or plan, 
whereby they can bring a little 
more happiness into the world 
for someone else —- rarely gets 
lonely. They don’t have time. 
Bob Updegraff once wrote a 
book which he called "Yours to 
Venture.” It was full of inspir­ 
ing suggestions. It is the privi­ 
lege of us all to venture, to 
reach out, and to touch as much 
of life, and as many human 
beings to their profit, as possible 
We do not belong to ourselves. 
We belong to the world — and 
we owe that world as much out 
of all that we are as we can 
possibly give.

Came Protectors Worried 
By Upturn In Violations 


(Editor’s Note: In many Penn­ 
sylvania 
communities hunting 
violations appear to he on an 
upward trend. In Chester Coun­ 
ty for example, a deputy game 
protector reports a total of 61 
such violations since the season 
opened Nov. 5. In the following 
AP spotlight, the game warden 
relates the problems incident to 
hunting in an era when hunters 
are running out of land. He ex­ 
plains why residents in fast de­ 
veloping housing projects find 
themselves under the gun, so 
to speak, of hunters not only 
from their own areas but from 
out-of-county.

The morning chores of a Ches­ 
ter County farm wife were in­ 
terrupted recently by a shotgun 
blast close to the house. 
Running outside, she discov­ 
ered two hunters offering one 
another congratulations on a 
pheasant kill that was being 
held up for inspection. 
Her complaint that the pair 
fired too close to her home had 
brought angry words from the 
men. In the ensuing argument 
one of them pushed the house­ 
wife and she fell to the ground. 
NOT TYPICAL OR UNUSUAL 
Taking off their coats to avoid 
identification 
through 
hunting 
license numbers, the two fled. 
The woman’s report to a game 
warden brought a small plane to 
the scene. 
Circling the area—near Phil- 
lipeville, north of Coatesville— 
the pilot located the hunters’ 
truck, which had remained in 
the vicinity. He obtained the li­ 
cense number, and now the pair 
must answer game law viola­ 
tions as well as assault and bat­ 
tery charges. 
The foregoing isn’t typical of 
what’s taking place in Chester 
County during the current hunt­ 
ing season, but it’s not unusual. 
GAME PROTECTOR STUNNED 
Driven from their home coun­ 
ties of Bucks, Delaware, Phil­ 
adelphia and Montgomery by 
ever more stringent gunning or­ 
dinances, hunters have invaded 
this small game haven, less 
than 30 miles from Philadel­ 
phia. 
The result has been a total of 
61 game law violations since the 
season opened Nov. 5. Accord­ 
ing to Edward Fasching, North­ 
ern Chester County d e p u t y 
game protector, there also have 
been three minor injuries as a 
result of gunning accidents. 
“Fasching reports he is stunned’* 
by 
the 
comparatively 
h i g h 
number of violations. 
"Until 
this year,’’ he states. "I thought 
we had things uder control, but 
now I’m not so sure.” 
MOSTLY NONRESIDENTS 
The game protector says 98 
per cent of the violations are 
committed by out-of-county hun­ 
ters. Asked for an explanation, 
Fasching gives the following 
reasons: 
"—Many townships rn sur­ 
rounding counties—like Chester 
County—now have blanket ordi­ 
nances that forbid gunning. This 
wasn’t true last year, possibly 
the year before 
"—The 
Chester County 
in­ 


crease is housing 
(Fasching 
says it’s against the law to Arg 
a gun within 150 yards of an oc- 
cupied dwelling without the ex­ 
press consent of the owner.) 
VIRTUALLY BATTLEGROUND 
"—Many hunters, particularly 
those from the city are not fa­ 
miliar with gunning regulations. 
"—Bucks, 
Montgomery 
and 
Delaware Counties each sell be­ 
tween 35 and 40 thousand gun­ 
ning licenses in a year. Phila­ 
delphia sells about 40 thousand.” 
The comparatively few farms 
in the area that do not forbid 
g u n n i n g are almost battle­ 
grounds, he says, adding that 
you find the greatest concentra­ 
tions of hunters in such places, 
thus the danger factor is ex­ 
tremely high. 
HIGHWAY SHOOTING 
GALLERIES 
In addition to shooting toe 
close to occupied dwellings, the 
shooting from autos is also a 
chief cause of game law viola­ 
tions, Fasching declares. 
He says Route 401 between El­ 
verson and Route 30, has be­ 
come a regulai shooting gallery 
since the season opened. It Is in 
this area that several game pre­ 
serves are located where hunt­ 
ing is permitted by fee. 
It is also a point where temp­ 
tation is greatest for the home­ 
ward-bound gunner whose bag 
is empty or close to it after a 
long day afield 
“He sees a stray bird,” says 
Fasching, 
and can’t r e a i a t 
blasting away ” 
PROBE LMS EITHER WAY 
According to the game protec­ 
tor, who heads a 12-man volun­ 
teer staff of deputies, township 
ordinances forbidding gunning 
are often unnecessary and self- 
defeating He says they ara of­ 
ten enacted when two or three 
persons bring pressure to baar 
on township supervisors under 
the guise of public safety. 
He says they require township 
policemen to enforce them, tak­ 
ing officers away from routine 
duties. And. they limit harvest­ 
ing of the small game crop. 
"This results in an over abun­ 
dance of small game, followed 
by farm crop damage and di­ 
sease.” he says Fasching also 
claims that if permitted to go 
unharvested, the small game 
crop will eat itself out of bouse 
and home. 
He reports he has received no 
complaints from farmers as yet 
about the depredations of ani­ 
mals, but that he expects them 
soon.

Shrinking British Empire To Shrink Even More 


B y JOHN GALI 
LONDON (AP) — The tad* 
pend once next month of Kenya 
and Zanzibar will slice another 
nine million from the shrinking 
total of subject peonies still 
governed by British law. 
But as the bands blare and 
the flags wave to usher in the 
statehood of the African terri­ 
tories, colonial administrations 
in London will be busily unrav­ 
eling Britain’s old empire still 
further. 
The central African feder­ 
ation of the two Rhodesias and 
Nyasaland is due to be wound 
up at the end of this year — an 
experiment in multiracial part­ 
nership that failed. The target 
date for freedom in Nyasaland 
with nearly 3 million people is 
July 6. 1964. Northern Rhodesia 
with 2.580,000 people is expected 
to achieve independence by the 
md of that year, while the fu­ 
ture of Southern Rhodesia (pop­ 
ulation 3,940.000) is still in the 
melting pot 
"HUN THIS LOT" 
By the end of 1964, however, 
only about 14 million people 
spread around the globe should 
be left in the care of the colo­ 
nial and central African office 
in London. 
That’s a lot fewer than live 
in the south of England. 
It*s a far cry from the days 
before World War II when the 
British schoolboy looked at a 
map of the world splashed with 
pink to denote British posses­ 
sions and was told: "We just 
about run this lot.’* 
The schoolboys of that era 
grew up accustomed to the idea 
of an empire that had brought 
order out of chaos and wielded 
(Ne greatest influence for sta­ 
bilising and civilizing huge tracts 
of the earth’s surface in the his 
tory of mankind. They face a 
vastly different picture today, 
an empire on which the sun has 
definitely set. 


a a j w as se c u r e 
Before the war, the British 
Raj was secure in India. More 
than a third of the African con­ 
tinent showed pink on the map. 
The sister dominions of Aus­ 
tralia, South Africa, Canada and 
New Zealand helped to under 
pin the whole foundation and 
the Union Jack flew from scat­ 
tered islets in the Pacific to the 
snowy wastes of Antarctica. A 
total of 16 million square miles 
of mother earth looked to Loo 
don as the natural hub of af 
fairs. 
The process of erosion start 
ed with the partition of India 
in 1947 and the departure in the 
following year of the last British 
viceroy, Lord Mountbatten. In­ 
dia, 
although 
independent, 
stayed inside the British Com 
moo wealth. So did Pakistan (in 
dependent 1947) 
and Ceylon 
(1948). But Burma, setting out 
as a sovereign state in 1948, de- 
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dined to join the Commonwealth 
and when the British mandate 
ended ta Palestine ta the same 
year, British influence was real­ 
ly on the slide. 
NEUTRALIST LINE 
Premier Nehru in India fol­ 
lowed a neutralist line in the 
east-west 
tug-of-war, 
showing 
complete 
independence 
from 
what London was thinking and 
doing. 
The Commonwealth — a term 
thought up in the Twenties to 
•oft pedal the outmoded impe­ 
rial idea and to meet the differ­ 
ing conditions of the day — was 
seen to have little political co­ 
herence beyond its lingering in­ 
spirational and even mystical 
associations with the crown. It 
had become little more than a 
trading club and not too unified 
even in that field. 
Since then, Ghana, independ­ 
ent 1967; Cyprus, independent 
1980, and Nigeria, independent 
1960, have moved from colonial 
to sovereign status within the 
Commonwealth. The voices of 
their leaders are often strident 
ly out of tune with the current 
melody In London. 
INDEPENDENT MALAYA 
Independence within the Com 
mon wealth has also come to 
Malaya (1967) which was tacor 
porated this year with Stags 
pore. North Borneo and Sar 
awak in the independent Feder 
ation of Malaysia; Sierra Leone 
(1961), Tanganyika (1961), the 
British Camerooos (1961), Ja 
males (1962), Trinidad and To­ 
bago (1962) and Uganda (1962). 
Out of the Commonwealth is 
the great Republic of South Af 
rica which quit nearly three 
years ago after losing a family 
dispute with the emerging Afri­ 
can states over apartheid. Also 
out are the Sudan where the co­ 
dominion of Britain and Egypt 
ended in 1955, Somaliland which 
was merged into the Somali Re­ 
public in 1960 and South Cam­ 
eroon# which joined the earner- 
oons Republic in 1961. 
Despite defections, the multi­ 
racial British family of nations 
still covers 14 million square 
miles of the globe with a total 
population of 730 million. But 
the Commonwealth speaks with 
many voices and the old days 
af imperial might are gone for 
ever. 
WHAT IS LEFT 
What colonies and protector­ 
ates are left? The main body ad­ 
ministered by the colonial office 
number 22 — if you don’t split 
up the island groups. Most are 
relatively small. 
Together with latest popula­ 
tion figures and land area, they 


are: Aden and the Federation 
of South Arabia (1,220,000 popu­ 
lation, 111,075 square miles); 
Bahamas (111,109 pop., 4,404);

which will be all that is left 
under London’s ultimate control 
by the end of next year. 
Zanzibar gets its independ­ 
ence December IO while Kenya 
becomes independent December 
12. Kenya (population 8,676,000) 
will be led into freedom by Pre­ 
mier Jomo Kenyatta. Like many 
other commonwealth leaders, 
he was imprisoned by the Brit­ 
ish before emerging to steer 
his country to statehood. 
There is still no rest on the 
freedom trail. Malta has a tar­

MUST MOVE ON" 
SAYS JOHNSON

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson, while ordering 
new honors to the memory of 
John F. Kennedy, has vowed 
that his own administration will 
seek "a new American great­ 
ness.’* 
In effect, the new President’s 
brief Thanksgiving Day address 
to the nation was an appeal to 
put "this midnight of tragedy” 
into the past and to look ahead 
to the work that must be done. 
"A great leader is dead; a 
great nation must move on,” he 
declared. "Yesterday is not ours 
to recover, but tomorrow is ours 
to win or to lose. I am resolved 
that we shall win the tomorrows 
before us.** 
HEAVY SCHEDULE 
Johnson plunged into the work 
with a heavy schedule today 
today that included meetings 
with chief military, diplomatic 


and intelligence advisers. 
Speaking of his aims, Johnson 
said in his radio and television 
address Thursday 
night: 
"I 
pledge to you the best within 
me to work for a new American 
greatness — a new day when 
peace is more secure, when jus­ 
tice is more universal, when 
freedom is more strong ta ev­ 
ery home of all mankind.” 
The new chief executive an­ 
nounced that to honor Kennedy’s 
memory and "the future of the 
works he started,” the rocket- 
launching complex at Cape Ca­ 
naveral, Fla., "shall be known 
hereafter as Cape Kennedy.” 
HONOR KENNEDY 
He also said that the neigh­ 
boring launch pads now being 
built for the moon exploration 
program — pads which Kennedy 
inspected from a helicopter 13

TOKYO (AP) — Red China 
has thrown down the gauntlet 
to President Johnson. He faces 
the prospect of stepped-up war­ 
fare in Smith Viet Nam and 
Laos and possibly new crises 
In Korea and Cambodia. 
The Peking regime has made 
it clear it is determined to 
probe for any sign of U.S. un­ 
certainty or weakness in Asian 
policy following the death of 
President Kennedy. 


DENOUNCE JOHNSON 
The 
Chinese 
swiftly 
de­ 
nounced Johnson as a supporter 
of Kennedy’s “various reaction­ 
ary policies.’’ This has been fol­ 
lowed by hostile appraisals of 
Johnson from North Viet Nam 
and the procommunist Pathet 
Lao of Laos. 
North Korea has not reacted 
officially 
to 
the 
American 
change of leadership. But it 
has stepped up the virulence 
and volume of its anti-U.S. cam­ 
paign. 
The war in South Viet Nam 
is a prime proving ground for 
China’s tough revolutionary the­ 
ories. 


WILL CONTINUE FIGHTING 
North Viet Nam, which di­ 
rects and assists Communist 
subversion in the south, quick 
ly announced the fighting would 
continue as it had when Ken­ 
nedy was directing U.S. assist 
ance to South Viet Nam's anti 
Communist forces. 
To underline this threat, the 
Viet Cong guerrillas mounted 
powerful attacks on strategic 
hamlets in the south, dealing 
the young military regime some 
of the heaviest blows of the 
war. 
In Laos, the Pathet Lao Tues­ 
day removed all doubts about 
where ita allegiance lies. Once 
supported by the Russians, it 
now echoes Peking’s line. 


ECHOES PEKING 
The Pathet Lao radio said: 
“The U.S. imperialists will 
continue their policy of inter 
vention in Laos and become 
more 
inflexible. 
Under 
such 
circumstances the Laotian peo­ 
ple should never harbor any ii 
lusions about Johnson. No mat 
ter who becomes president, the 
nature of U.S. imperialism re 
mains unchanged and its policy 
will continue to be aggressive 
and bellicose.’’

Lao will no longer respond to 
Soviet attempts to check its ag 
gressive moves.

A lovely 
writes: After a long spell of 
reducing, my weight is at last 
normal and I aim to keep k that 
way.

increasing my calorie intake, but 
it’s guesswork. Is there any way 
to determine the exact calorie 
quota that would maintain normal 
weight? Or musk it be done by a 
trial-and-error method like mine? 
The Answer: You can pretty 
well pinpoint the daily calorie 
count that keeps you slim by us­ 
ing a simple formula. Just mul­ 
tiply your ideal weight by 15. To 
exemplify, let us aay that your 
ideal weight is 130 pounds; 15 x 
120 pounds comes out to an allot­ 
ment of 1.800 calories. 
As with all good rules, there 
is an exception to this one and it 
involves the super-active woman. 
Her calorie total is figured by 
multiplying her ideal weight by 
20. But mind you. super-active 
does 
not 
mean 
housekeeping, 
office work or partying. To in­ 
clude yourself in the category, 
you have to use your muscles with 
the force of a pick-and-shovel 
man. 
At this point you may well won­ 
der how the formula was estab­ 
lished. It is based on scientific 
data which indicates that the 
body needs and uses just so much 
calorie fuel for each pound of 
weight. Overages are stockpiled 
in the form of fat and contribute 
not one whit to your well-being— 
not to your health, nerve, com­ 
fort or looks If there is such a 
thing as deadweight, it’s excess 
weight!

By JOHN BARBOUR 
Associated Prest Staff Writer 
WASHINGTON (AP)—It isn’t 
likely that 
President Johnson 
ever will forget that July day 
in 1955 as his car rolled through 
the Virginia countryside. 
He had been 
working hard. 
As majority leader of the Sen­ 
ate under a Republican presi­ 
dent. he was known as a master 
persuader. 
Already there was talk about 
the Democratic nomination for 
president, 
SUDDEN HEART ATTACK 
Now—-on this Saturday. July 
2. he was bound for the Middle­ 
burg. Va., home of a friend. 
Suddenly it came—the severe 
pain in the chest. 
There 
was 
the 
emergency 
examination by a local doctor 
who diagnosed a heart attack, 
then the quick trip to the Naval 
hospital in Bethesda, Md., and 
the life-saving work of doctors. 
A few days 
later, a fellow 
senator said doctors told him 
the 46-year-old Johnson had al­ 
most died; “The first few hours 
were extremely serious.” 
During his convalescence, the 
senator was probably a model 
patient. 
OBEYED DOCTORS 
He accepted the facts of the 
case well and did something 
about them. A chain-smoker, he 
quit smoking. Weighing about 
220 pounds, he dieted—and in 
a few 
months 
was down 
to 
about 175. 


His convalescence progressed 
from the hospital to his Wash­ 
ington home to his Texas ranch. 
At 
his 
ranch, 
he 
began 
a 
careful regimen of exercise— 
short walks morning and after­ 
noon. 
Doctors then set about rede* 
signing the life of Lyndon John­ 
son as much as the man’s per­ 
sonality would permit. 
REGULAR CHECKUPS 
The regular checkups every 
month spelled out the spectacu­ 
lar recovery. 
Blood 
pressure 
normal. 
Pulse normal, x-rays 
showed no enlargement of the 
heart that would indicate it was 
compensating 
for 
some 
vital 
damage. 
Electrocardiographs 
returned 
to 
normal, showing 
the heart had recovered its reg­ 
ularity of function. 
His wife, Lady Bird, helped 
by sharing his rigid diet. 
On Dec. 14, one of his doctors 
was able to report: 
“Senator Johnson is now ac­ 
tive and his reactions to activ­ 
ity are normal.” 
By the end of the year, the 
doctors had spelled the condi­ 
tions under which he could op­ 
erate. Those conditions includ­ 
ed frequent short vacations of 
two 
or 
three 
days 
taken 
throughout the year. Would he 
have another heart attack? 
ADJUSTS LIFE 
Said Dr. Jam es C. Cain of 
the 
Mayo 
Clinic, 
a 
personal 
friend of the senator: “He does 
not have to have another. Be­ 
cause he has had one, he’s not 
destined to have a second.” 
Anyone who has had a heart 
attack lives with the fact of it. 
But Johnson has picked up 
lls vigorous life, and has met 
unusual stresses without appar­ 
ent ill effect. 
A friend agreed that while he 
works hard, he relaxes hard too.

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Johnson Aware Of Obstacles 
In Civil Rights Platform In 
64 Presidential Campaign

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
towering domestic problem in 
the United States today, and a 
tricky political issue in the bat­ 
tle for the presidency next year, 
is the question of full equality 
for the Negro. 
President Johnson is a South­ 
erner. 
GETTYSBURG SPEECH 
But speaking last Memorial 
Day on the site of the Battle of 
Gettysburg Johnson said: 
“Until justice is blind to col­ 
or. until education is unaware 
of race, until opportunity is un­ 
concerned with the color of 
men's skins, emancipation will 
be a proclamation but not a 
fact.” 
Johnson helped guide some 
civil rights legislation through 
the Senate in 1957 and 1960. 
As a 
political 
realist, 
he 
knows his 
position 
on 
civil 
rights can cost him votes in the 
likely event that he is the Dem­ 
ocratic nominee in 1964. In Tex­ 
as. only a few hours before 
President Kennedy was assas­ 
sinated. Johnson said. "The civ­ 
il rights issue is going to hurt 
us.” 
“ICEBURG ISSUE” 
It may be a factor In parts 
of the North too. Some North­ 
ern politicians call civil rights 
and “iceberg issue”—meaning 
there is more hidden than visi­ 
ble opposition to Kennedy ad­ 
ministration proposals in this 
field. 
Where does Johnson stand on 
other issues? 
Here are some of his state­ 
ments 
Cuba—“We shall not be con­ 
tent until the last of the Soviet 
forces are withdrawn from for­ 
eign soil.” 
Foreign aid—“No nation can 
long enjoy affluence when all 
the other nations are impover­ 
ished.” 


Defense—"We cannot be done 
with our dangers or even our 
duties by next weekend or next 
year. We are in for along pull 
and it is our duty to begin pull­ 
ing" 
Communist China—"America 
stands firm with her Chinese 
(Nationalist) allies and we shall 
continue to do so until freedom 
is secured ” 
Disarmament—"We now face 
the prospect of detroying our­ 
selves. . . . I am calling for an 
open curtain for full discussion 
of the immediate urgent prob­ 
lems facing our people. We 
should insist on the right to 
state our case on disarmament 
in detail to the Soviet people.” 
(He said this in 1957, before the 
agreement to ban nuclear test­ 
ing.) 
REVITALIZE DIPLOMAT 
Latin America—"We must re­ 
vitalize our diplomatic corps 
with ambassadors who know 
and understand our neighbors 
and their language and have 
qualifications other than contrib­ 
uting to campaign chests. 
"We must offer to the people 
of Latin America the very best 
technical know-how which will 
help them to develop their skills 
and to make and sell their prod­ 
ucts.”
